Three 
incoming ^tcarners have reported pass- 
ing tliH Htftuiiery, a!ul th<' opinion im- 
prenaed in that thoy were Aiiu'ric^in 
tank steamers conveying petrolenm to 
Kurope. But this fiu:t \h only woU ea- 
tablitihed in the ca.-^' <>i oiu' of tbr 
burned stoaniei-s; there are fear» that 
the wH'ond \ t's-scl may yet prove to be a 

jMiKfi^'ngt-i- sit anuT. 

The husl vf>s4'l to n-port passing One 
of the bunnng shijw i» the EK^ptaiu 
Monarch, Captuin Irwin, of the Wilson 
line, which n ju hod QravHend yesterday, 
and is now unlotiding uittle at LH'pford. 
('Hptain Irwin shvh that he left New 
York on .),. i. T), hiuI that at 1 a. in., on 
.Ian. in latitudi- 4H north, loiigitudo 
lU west, he sipjhted a veMsel, aiJinireiil ly 
an Americiiii rtteamer, whu h wjus on tin* 
aud burning furiou^>ly iis tlmugh iier 
cjirgo wits iH'trolenin. Her niii*:t,-i were 
biiriK'il out und clinging to the gear be- 
iieiif.li her 1>oWsi)rir, were two men, ait- 
jiiirently the l.-ust .survivors of the crew, 
('aptaiu lr\s m ordered one of his b(jat.s 
away, but the two nieu refeiTed to 
dropi^'d overboard and sank soon after 
they were luade out. 

Ill hoiic that some of the burned 
Hteamer's boats might be found in the 
vicinity, ( ^aiitjiin Irwin steamed around 
the derelict during the afternoon ui^l 
night of Jan. 16. Tlie next moruing. us 
there was a heavy sea and little or no 
hope that open lx)ats could have lived 
through tiie night, the Egyptian Mou 
arch was put ou her oourseand soon left 
the hulk, smoking aad flaring op the 
western horizon. 

It is recalled in thi.s matter tliat the 
British st-eamship IniiH-rial Prince, 
wliich left New York ou Jan. 4, arriveil 
at Pt)rtland ThurHday. ou her way to 
Leith, and that her coiuinander. Captain 
also rej)orted haviug iwusHed a burn- 
ing steaiu.ship. Captain Cox sjiid that 
he saw the derelict iu latitude -IS north 
and longitude 19 we.st. This was dur- 
ing the morning of .Ian. 10. It will thus 
be seen that the Egyptian Monarch aud 
the In)|)erial Prince on Jan. l**, sighted 
a bunung a vessel in exactly the same 
latitude and longitude. 

Captain Cox added that a heavy squall 
came tip soon after the burning ship was 
siglited. aud that the atmosphere became 
so thick that the derelict was lost 
to view. When the squall had blown 
over the burning bteamer was no longer 
to be Hcen. Finally, Captain Cox ex- 
pressed the opinion that all the burned 
steamer's crew must have perished, as 
no boats could have live<I through the 
weather experienc-ed at the time aud 
after the ship must have been aban- 
doned. 

The second vessel reported on fire was 
seen Jan. 11, in latittide 48 d^rre^ 
north and longitude 42 degrees west. 
She was seen by the commander of the 
BritL^ ateamship City of Dundee. He 
described her as being a large steamer, 
and that she had been abandoned. The 
City of Dundee's oomnoander coidd not 
see any boata, though he made ssaroh 
for mm, and caase to tha oooolasioa 
that as there was a heavy sea on all 
biuids had perished, or that they had 
been picked up hj a passing vessel. 

The City of Dnnoee was from Nor- 
folk, Va., and Newport News, Va., ou 
Jan. S. This burned vessel was seen 
about ninety miles west of the Asore 
islands and abont ISO miles southwest of 
where the Eg}rptian Monarch and Im- 
perial Prhioe sighted a homing ship, 
hence it Ul conoTodsd thai two steam- 
ships, both said to be Amsriean, have 
been burned at sea with tha kas of all 
hands. The spot when tiia Oity ot 
Dundee sighted a burning derelict may 
be said to oe exactly half way between 
New York and tha town of Oporto, in 
PortngaL 

Inqniriesmada in shipping oirolee show 
thiit there are quite a uiunber of potro 
lenm laden vess el s at sea bound from 
the United States for Bnrops. This 
number includes the Bear Oeek which 
left Philadelphia for London on Jan. 6. 
the tank steiuner Loodiona, which hailad 
from New York for London oo Dec. 10, 
with a crew of thirty-eight men; the 
steamship Allegheny, wmch left New 
York on Jan. 1, for Marseilles, she car- 
ried a crew of thirty-five men. The tank 
steamship Willkonien is also at SSa with 
thirty-four men on board. 

The only oil veaaels of American 
build, as described by the captain of the 
Egyptian Vouarch, likelv to be where 
the oil ship was seen on nro ou Jan. 16, 
are the following: The Norwegian ship 
Anna (.'amp, the Norwegian ship Reis- 
tab and the ship Union. Circumstancos 
point to her as the burning ship, al- 
uiongh they are not conclusive.

"This action on the port of the Chilian 
government, which is the first official 
indication of their dissatisfaction with 
Bfr. Egan, will have a tendency to pre- 
cipitate a crisis in the relations of tb > 
two countries. It is token in officis' 
circles to indicate that Chili dues not ii 
tend to make reparation or apologize for 
the Baltimore incident, unlesa it can a' 
tach conditions which will preserve the 
pride of the government of chat country 
and enable it to retain the respect and 
supix)rt of tl ■ people who would resent 
an untinulified apology. 

"In accortlanoe with the rule of di- 
plomacy Minister Egan may be recalled 
from Santiago, but it will not indica' > 
in the least any reflection upon his 
course by V\iB government. He will 
come home, it is mid, if he comes, on\- 
because his attitade ss minister of the 
United Stetea at Santiago has been so 
loyal and agt-eesive that It has incensed 
the intereste at that court, aatagonistio 
to those of this conntry, which were 
sufficiently powerful to influence the 
government rhere to ask his removal. 

"Advices from SantlMO show that the 
American ree-'dento in Qiili areinsym- 

Kthy with Mr. Egan, and that other 
reign residento wonder how the 
United States can continue friendly re- 
lations with a government the mimster 
of which holds such adverse sentimente 
as those which have been a x p rsaisd 
there. 

"Another reason which it is said was 
alleged for staking Mr. Esau's recall, was 
the note sent "^o the Chilian government 
by Egan on ( i;t. 26, which Henor Matte 
designated ax aggressive in design and 
violent in languitge. This was the first 
official notice lakt'u by Egan of Iht; 
Baltimore affair, and it wa:« prepared by 
express instructions of Assistant Secre- 
Urv Wharton, under date of Oct. 28 
This letter of initmctions was the one 
generally attributed to President Harri- 
son and Mr. Egan's note to Senor Matte 
was an almost exact reproduction of the 
terms employstl in it. This incident, 
under the coflitious prevailing, comes 
perilously n«ar a suspension of com- 
muuication Htween the two countries, 
and the developmento of the next day or 
two will be awaited with much intei-

Iudu.«trie9 arc re- 
in. irlculdy well employed for the season, 
and tho ntovement of c.rop> is .si ill large, 
and reiKjrts from every part of ihe coun- 
try exprec-> even greater confidence than 
before in tiie ju-ospects for trade, w bile 
in some lines deflnite, though gradual, 
imjii ovcment is alrea-ly .-een. 

Iiiiinoi"8 of coiiiitig w ir liave tnovod 
tho Btook market to o.ie exti'ut during 
the past we' k. but iiatl not sulmtancf 
encigh to ajioct jiioney markets or trade 
in th;; le i.- t. The lieavv buving of co.hI 
etot ks of biti Ic.kIs to the Indief that set- 
tlement bcueiic^ial to one imiH>rtant in- 
dustry will H )on I)" elTecto*!. 

The markets for staple products have 
been nndisi ii; b<^<l by stxiculation, which 
is lield iu ch' ck bv the enoi'^ious sup- 
pli' s. Wheat auvanced one and one- 
four! h cents, and receipts at the west 
were lighter o%ving to severe weatner, 
but exports continue large. Corn is 
coming forward very freely ami has de- 
cline<l one and one-half cents, and ex- 
ports for the week will probably be very 
heavy. Oats are a quarter cent lower, 
but pork ]iro<!u<;ts a shade stronger. 
Oil has decbned one-half ci nt and Coffee 
advanced a quarter ot a cent. In other 
mar'i:eis no iiui)ortant change in prices 
is notiC'I. 

Reports from other cities indicate 
some real increaso iu trad^, as well as 
great conlid' lu e iu the future. At Phil- 
adelphia iucrensing sales are seen in dry 
g<K)(!s. the northwest leading in pnr- 
choi-e;.. Larger orders are reported for 
nails, and genend improvement in hard- 
ware, and better onlers for iron have 
caused additional furnaces to begin , 
blast. In wool there are few transae- 
tions. and p!at OS and jewelry are quiet. 
Cincinnati . l oi t,s a brisk business. At 
CleNtLmd ivil.d iron is in active de- 
mand, and some advance is seen in ore, 
with large sales. Lake freights are coo* 
tracted for at some advance over last 
year. At Detroit country orders ar e 
mora free, and some auuiufaulSioi ■ 
working over time. 

At Chicago gi. neral trade is lorirer than 
a year ago, and collections easier and in- 
crease of a third is seen in tl' mr and corn 
receipts, but receipto of wheat uid lanl 
ai-e double, of rye three iim ^, and ol 
dresseti Ijeef four times Lust year'c. 
while decrease is noted only in oats, 
barley and cured meats. At Milwaukeo 
cold weather has a good effect, and the 
dmnand for money in the kiml>er and 
livestock trades is active. At Mmne 
spoils extreme cold causes a slight de- 
crease in trade, but flour is in better de- 
mand, the output being 1 TiS.tXK) barrels 
against IIS.OOO last year for the week.

Wajbhinotom, Jan. 23.— Associate Jus- 
tice Joseph P. Biadi^, of the United 
States supreme ooort, died at hia resi- 
dence on I street, near New Jersey 
avenue, in this city, at 0:1 oV Ioc;k yes- 
terday momincf. Ilis death wa.s not un 
e-xpei;te<l, a.s it luis In^eii 1 nnwn for s^'v- 
end montiis past that the distinpfuished 
jurist wa.s far from being a well man, 
an attack of the grip last spring havi ^ 
left him in a mu<:h debilitat^ condition, 
from which he seemed unable tora'^' 
during the summer months. His trouble 
be;;;!?! again in November, when he 
Cttught a slight cold which, conpled with 
his enfeebled condition, made great in- 
roads into his strengUi and dturiug the 
greater part of the preea n t term ot the 
■uprerae cor he was naablo to he pres- 
ent at its daily sessions. 

It was only about a week ago, kow- 
ever, that b'<) health became snch as to 
seriously alarm his family and friends, 
though it waa not ozpeoted that any fa- 
tal rcsnlte would follow 80 soon as they 
did. Every effort was made by hu 
three attending physloians to restore bis 
health and rarength, hat cold, damp 
weather, tether with his declining 
years, which in a great measure retard- 
ed any progrees toward recovery, proved 
too great a *Tain for his qrstem to over- 
come, and death resulted. Wednesday 
he rallied, and it was thonght migtit 
shake oif his illness, hot ^lorsday it 
was noticed that ke was sinking fast, 
and the OLd drawing near. Up to 
Thoisday morning he had been perfect- 
ly conscious at ail times and his mind 
was clear and bright.
